TJuUor Noms do Plamo, 


IChlcnRO HoraWJ 


Tho practlcQ of writing under nn as- 


sumed nnmo, sixid one of tho attendants 
at tho public library to a reporter, has 
beon mado uso of from tho oai'liost times. 
Authors, from modesty or othor reasons, 
have hiJdcn their identity by usin^ 
fictitious names. 
Tho story of BoowulF, 


tho first known composition in English, 
was wvittou anonymously, and tho cus- 
tom is still a. common one with all degreus 
ot genius from tho cross-roads scribbler 
to bir 'Walter Scott a_nd Wiishington Irv- 
ing. 
The reasons lor putting a book 


boforo tho public undor n. pseudonym 
may bo because of a foar that critic and 
public will roughly handlo tho first 
attempts of an obscure author. 
Tho 


history o£ literature shows that tho best 
judges havo ofton beon doccivod in 
their opinions ou a now composition, 
and young writers recall tho reception 
ofl'ercd to Carlcton's best pieces in 
"Farm .Ballads," holding n, latont bcliof 
that theirs may turn out so fortunate. 


Another idea among writers is that 


tho anonymous work piquos curiosity 
and raises speculation, .thereby bringing 
tlio book prominently boforo tho public. 
Most of the great novols wora written 
under noms do plumes.

Mark Twain by tho irresistible (Jlomcns, 
Uncle Komus by tho southern negro dia- 
lect author Harris, and the recently 
known to farao Orphoas C. Ivor ('olfico- 
sceker) by tho funny writer Newell. 


Had the author of iho Junius letters 


mado known his identity, tho many 
books written and warm discussions 
argued would never have beon put forth 
to discover tbo authorship of tho fa- 
mous classic.

Tho men in tho printing offices whero ho 
was serving as an apprentice wero ae- 
customud to put in short articles in tho 
paper, and the comments they mado on 
ono another aroused him to a feeling of 
emulation.

The burden of 
responsibility rested hoavily upon tho 
brother who now remain?, but cheerfully 
he assumed them and to-day bo mourns 
the loss of his brother with a fooling that 
another link in tho already short chain 
has been forever severed.

Any 
person who has force of will enough to 
concentrate his whole attention, on the 
maintenance of this stylo of breathing, 
can compel sleep in very unfavorable 
circumstances, and victims of insomnia 
should know it. 


Tho value of the method is not solely 


in its holding tlio mind to one object of 
thought, but tho process of breathing 
hero described is really equivalent to 
tho insertion of a pump in tho brain to 
draw 0.1 its excess of blood. To con- 
vince yourself that this is so, fill your 
lungs with all tho air they will hold, 
and then expel it, repenting tho opera- 
tion three or four times as rapidly as 
possible. The result will bo a feeling 
of raininess, unless you aro other than 
nn ordinary mortal, and its cause will 
bo a deficiency of- blood In the bram, 
produced by tile-pumping process. Such 
violent breathing will not induce sleep, 
however, as there is a reaction which 
sends the life current rushing back to 
the scat of tho mind.

fear, surprise or any other sudden emo- 
tion often causes faiotncss is because it 
rapidly drives tlio blood from the bram,
